In the glare of TV searchlights, 
and with newspaper photographers 
taking countless flash pictures, 
David Landers, still feeling the 
effects of hospital medicines, and 
his sons Harry and Michael fol- 
lowed his wife’s casket and the 
five white caskets of his children 
out of St, Thomas Church Tuesday 
morning, thus bringing to an end 
a period of intense emotionalism 
which had gripped Wilmington and 
communities as far as fifty miles 
away for a long dark weekend, 

I was a tragedy such as Wil- 
mington had never experienced 
before - e@: that of the 
Fitzgerald Brothers, and of other 
mass deaths. 

A third child, Susan, aged 15, 
followed her father and her bro- 
thers, in a state of near collapse, 

Mrs Landers and her five dhil- 
dren had died of asphyxiation in 
their Clark Street home early Fri- 
day morning,
